NEW DELHI, India, March 8.— 
(?)—Under the terms of the recent 
agreement between Viceroy Lord Ir- 
win and Mahatma Gandhi, 24,000 


non-violent political prisoners will be 
given their freedom this week to be- 
gin the task of carrying out the na- 
tionalist leader's pledges of peace. 

Never before in the east were so 
many prisoners returned to the world 
at one time. The first group of those 
who were arrested for their effort to 
liberate India from British domination 
were set free yesterday in various 
jails throughout the —a Five 
thousand others will start home to- 
morrow, 

This wholesale amnesty of non-vio- 
lent political offenders will lift an 
enormous administrative burden from 
the shoulders of authorities. 

Of the prisoners, who are classified 
as A, B and © groups, the A class 
is first to be freed. They comprise 
persons of superior social status. 
Tneir daily food allowance is 24 cents 
end they receive privileges denied the 
humbler classes. 

Those in Group B bekfig to the 
middle classes and receive 20 cents 
a day for rations. The C prisoners 
are of lower caste and receive 16 
cents. They are denied such con- 
vensepane as a regular bed, table and 
choir.

Molotoff, who is president of the 
council of people’s commissars and 
thus is the equivalent of a premier in 
most countrie:, dwelt on the economic 
crisis throughout the world and called 
attention to a statement by an Ameri- 
can senator that ‘“‘a thousand per- 
sons are starving to death daily in the 
United States.” 

He asked the delegates to compare | 
this situation with that in the U. 8S. 

where he said there was no 
unemployment and no starvation. 

“Th? crisis in capitalist countries is | 
not decreasing but increasing,” he con- 
tinued. “Ptoduction has decreased 
32 per cent in the United States and 
29 per cent in England.” 

“There are no signs of improve- 
ment in the capitalistic countries. 
They seem to have fallen into a trap 
from which there is no escape. The 
loirgeoise economisé does not know 
what to do. The German economist 
Bon says that capitalism is breath- 
ing its last when a rich country like’ 
America has failed to overcome the 
crisis. 

“Lloyd George has said that if so- 
cial insurance for the unemployed 
were stopped there would be a revolu- 
tion in England tomorrow. France 
blames the unrest in her colonies on 
bolehevism. That is absurd, nobody 
believes it. Germany, France, Italy 
and England are trying to reconcile 
the differences between them, but

A GOLDEN RULE OF HYGIENE. 

Our national trend in hygiene is 
not exactly altruistic. Nor is it a 
ease of doing unto the other fellow 
as he would -do unto you and doing 
it first. We demand that the other 
fellow dc unto us as he would like to 
have us do unto him. Mrs. F. W. 
expresses it well: 


Dear Mr. Brady: 


Night before last my husband 
and I paid a dollar to see a 
really excellent show, but we 
might better have paid two to 
stay away. The man behind us 
sneezed through the entire per- 
formance, with the result that 
my husband awoke next morn- 
ing with a sore throat which he 
evidently had the resistance to 
overcome, and I am today in the 
nastiest stage of a bad cri. Now, 
every one knows that cri is high- 
ly unpleasant and dangerous, also 
highly contagious. 

Besides me there were probably 
50 or 60 other people who are 
having a miserable week because 
of that one man’s selfishness. 
However much we might wish 
that such pests should expiate 
their offense in the city jail 
(hanging is perhaps a little se- 
vere!), wé realize that our only 
protection against them is propa- 
ganda and a hostile public opin- 
ion, 

It would be doing the public a 
real service if you would ask 
through your influential column 
ty what right it takes its fresh 
juicy “cold” into a crowded place 
of entertainment.

However, two tremendous and un- 
mistakable changes have been made, by 
forces working in opposite directions, 
The first of these has been the reduc- 
tion of state sovereignty by the com- 
bined and seady action of all three of 
the branches of the government. The 
second has been a long continued 
movement on the part of the people 
which has resulted not in any change 
in the relationship of the three depart- 
ments to one another, but in a vast 


'inerease in their combined dependence 
‘upon and responsiveness to the popu- 
lar will. In other words, the national 


government has, for all practical pur- 
poses, put the states at its feet, but 
in its turn has been brought sharply 
under the control of the people. 


The amendments to the constitution 
reflect the course of these two move- 
ments, 


The first ten, known as the bill of 
rights, were submitted and adopted 
within a few years after the new gov- 
ernment began to function. There had 
been a strong demand for placing 
these additional “‘chains of the con- 
stitution,” as Jefferson called them, 
upon the central government when the 
constitution was submitted to the 


states. The proponents of the con- 
| stitution, 


uecordingly, promised the 
prompt submission of amendments cov- 
ering additional safeguards for the 
indi-idual against governmental op- 
pression. That oppression was dreaded 
because of the bitter recollections of 
colonial experiences at the hands of 
the British. 

The eleventh amendment ({propos- 
ed by congress in 1794 in response 
to popular clamor) is the only amend- 
ment strengthening the authority of 
the states. It protected a state against 
being sued by an individual. It al- 
most amounted to the recall or at 
least the reversal of a judicial de- 
cision, for it was a direct result of 
ponular disapproval of the supreme 
court decision in Chisholm ys. Geor- 
gia. 

The twelfth amendment, proposed, 
as all the amendments have been, by 
congress, did not affect the distribu- 
tion of powers, but merely clarified 
the method to be followed in record- 
ing the preferences of presidential 
electors. 

The thirteenth, fourtrerth, fif- 
teenth and nineteenth amendments 
asserted the federal authority as 
abuve that of. the states on slavery, 
citizenship and voting. The eight- 
e nth and sixteenth, dealing with the 
liquor cuestion and income taxes, fur- 
ther strengthened the federal power 
as against that of the statés. 

The seventeenth amendment, pro- 
viding for direct election of senators, 
represented the assertion of complete 
popular control over both houses of

drums. On the other hand, the march 
of the people has been comparatively 
nois ess. The results, however, have 
been just as unmistakable. 

Recall for a moment the original 
relationship of the three departments 
to the people. Only half of one de- 
partment (the lower house: of con- 
gress) was, by the constitution of 
1787, directly elected by the people. 
The senate was elected by the state 
legislatures. The president was elect- 
ed by electors, designated by or under 
the supervision of the state legisla- 
tures. Finally, the justices of the 
supreme court were selected by the 
president and approved by the senate. 

What is the situation today? The 
house remains popularly elected. The 
candidates for the senate and ‘presi- 
dency must submit to the same direct 
popular vote as the members of the 
lower house. The supreme _ court, 
still appointive, is, nevertheless, 
drawn much closer to the people by 
the fact that its makers, the president 
and the senate, are now popularly 
elected. (The polite fiction of con- 
tinuing the original system of presi- 
dential electors remains on paper, but, 
of course, does not obscure the fact 
that the president today owes his 
office just as much to direct popular 
choice as does any mayor or county 
official.) 

It is not necessarily true, however, 
as is so often said, that the return 
of a member of the constitutional con- 
vention to the United States of today 
would cause him to be shocked back 
into the shadows beeause of the 
changes which he would observe. He 
would, of course, look out upon a 
vastly altered world, but the debates 
in the convention and the words of 
the constitution itself show that the 
delegates, without foreseeing the exact 
nature of the changes ahead, never- 
theless foresaw them, and provided an 
instrument of government flexible 
enough to cope with them. 

They laid down a fundamental sys- 
tem of government, not a code of 
laws. That fundamental system pro- 
vided for amendments under certain 
carefully set forth conditions and it 
made the people the ultimate arbiters 
as to the desirability of any changes 
in that system. 

Chief Justice Marshall makes that 
basic point clear in the following 
words: 

“To have prescribed the means by 
which the government should in all 
future times execute its powers would 
have been to change entirely the char- 
acter of the instrument and to give it 
the properties of a legal code. It 
would have been an unwise attempt 
to provide by immutable rules for 
exigencies which, if foreseen at all 
must have been foreseen dimly and 
can best be provided for as they 


occur.”

| ‘arth shocks spread death and de- 
struction in the Balkan states. In 
the United States violent rain and 
snow storms worked their toll of life 
‘and property over nearly the entire 
‘area of the Atlantic seaboard and far 
into the west. 

Snow blew into the southland over 
the week-end, in Georgia, Kentucky, 
North Carolina and eastern Tennes- 
see, The storm was not accompanied 
by sufficient cold to keep the snow, 
however, the flakes melting almost as 
soon as they reached the ground, 
averting the threat of ice on the gulf 
coast. 

In the midwest United States a mad 
March storm left huge banks of snow 
and bitter weather was held respon- 
sible for 13 deaths in that area. Pres- 
ident Hoover ran into a snow storm 
on his visit to his son in Asheville, 
North Carolina. 

Preceded by snow and hail some 
seaboard states were swept by a 
nearly freezing rain whipped into fury 
by a 40-mile gale. Automobile traffic 
was at a minimum. Many accidents 
were caused by the blinding rain. In 
New York and New Jersey at least 
two deaths resulted. 

In Brooklyn, the wind blew with 
sufficient force to pick up an 84- 
year-old woman, Mrs. Bridget Car- 
rone, and toss her to the pavement. 

Roaring over New England, a wild 
northeast wind whipped the ocean into 
fury and surf pounded menacingly at 
the storm walls of the north — 
‘summer residential section. Cellars 
jand streets were flooded, but no ma- 
terial damage was reported, 

Across the seas snow and icy gales 
gripped old England. London looked 
for more snow and cold on the mor- 
row. 
Low-lving Paris suburbs gazed ap- 
‘prehensively at the River Seine as 
the water rose a foot above the 16- 
foot alarm mark on Austerlitz bridge. 
Small villages were marooned and 
bridges were built of boats in_ towns 
along the Seine and Marne. France 
experienced the coldest weather of the 
year and snow was predicted for to- 
morrow. 

Heavy snow already had caused the 
Meuse, Loire, Allier and Rhone to 
overflow and the streets in Chalons- 
Sur-Marne were inundated. The 
Meuse was disquieting near St. Mi- 
hiel and Bar-Le-Duc. *

Peace in India and agre>ment be- 
tween } rance and Italy on naval limi- 
tations until 19386 were reached dur- 
ing the past week, thus taking up the 
slack on two of the most difficult 
problems that have been plaguing the 
world for the past few years, 


By these two developments tension 
has been relieved in the great sub- 
contment of Indiau and in Europe it- 
self, where the danger of a Franco- 
Italian naval race has been a night- 
mare to the statesmen of many na- 
tions. In both of them Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, British laborite premier, had 
a hand, for he has kept in closest 
touch with the Indian developments 
and it was his foreign Secretary and 
first lord of the admiralty who help- 
ed smooth out the troubled naval - 
waters between Paris and Rome.

While Gandhi has by no means gir- 
en up his dream of an independent 
ndia, he is willing for the present to 
see an "3 within the British em- 
pire but pf equal status with every 
other part. To this end-he has agreed 
to nationalist participation in a sec- 
ond round-table conference which will 
work out the practical details of an 
Indian federation. 

The terms of the ace—or truce 
as it may prove—call for abandon- 
cam- 
paign, of the boycott as a political 
weapon, of interference with the sale 
and purchase of British goods, of na- 
tionalist demands for an inquiry into 
alleged police excesses, and participa- 
tion in a second round-table confer- 
ence, 

In return Great Britain agrees to 
release prisoners held for non-violent 
offenses, recognized the right of in- 
habitants near the coasts to manu- 
facture their own salt, recognized the 
right of picketing of non-aggressive 
nature and made provisions regarding 
confiscated property. 

Two vital factors still remain—the 
co-operation of the Indian princes and 
unity between indu and Moslem. 
Gandhi has recognized these, however, 
and has appealed for full understand- 
ing and help of these elements in put- 
ting India’s house in order. 

Naval Race Averted. 

While the agreement among Great 
Britain, France and Italy has not yet 
reached the stage where it can be 
called a full five-power accord includ- 
ing the United States and Japan, the 
most difficult element, approval of 
France and Italy of figures regarding 
their own navies, has been settled. 
This, at any rate, has staved off a 
threatening naval race and there is 
every indication that the five great 
naval powers of the world will work 
together regarding naval limitation 
until 1936 at least. 

The Franco-Italian agreement has 
not yet been made public, but authori- 
tative advance information would in- 
dicate that both nations made sac- 
rifices, Italy from her stand for ab- 
solute parity with France and France 
with her*plans for immediate heavy 
building.
